willing to pay their full fare, should have ac- 
commodations. Fault tinding is’ heard on 
every side, The Texas cattle men are ad- 
ding fuel to the fire by censuring the railroads 
for the. cruelty and injury to their cattle in 
keeping them on the road so long without food 
or water. The death rate among the cattle is 
yery great, The freight and express blockade 
here dues not seem to decrease, 
POSTAL FACILITIES. 

D. I. Viynn, the recently appointed post mas- 
ter here, rev eived word of his confirmation to- 
This afternoon he arrived from Arkan- 
gas City with a partial outfit for the oflice. He 
hasa quenty of stamps, and brought the old 
delivery case, long since discarded at Arkansas 
City. This case has about sixty pigeon holes 
lettered, and will bea great convenience. 
Heretofore the mail has been piled in alpha- 
betical bunches, and distributed as best one 
clerk could do. His work was necessarily slow, 
and has caused a great deal of complaint. It 
as been necessary to stand in line for two 
hours to get an opportunity to ask if one had 


mail. This tedious work was so annoying that 


a quarter was offered men in line to inquire for 


As high as fifty cents was 
privilege. One person 
for only two 


men mot in line. 
for this 
is allowed to. ask 
names. The oftice is a tent. Contracts are 
out fora frame building, Postmaster beidler 
is daily expecting additional ‘supplies for his 
office from Washington. He is an experienced 
postofiice employe, and affairs will run 
gsmooth!iy hereafter. 

Inspector Christian, of the department, 
leaves ficrein the morning to establish the 
In the meantime all Lisbon 
mail is sent to Arkansat City and there held 
for orders. The volume is so great of Lisbon 
mail at Arkansas City that Mr. Christian has 
received aletter from the postmaster there 
urging him to get it out of the way. Much of 
the mai! for this place is forwarded from Ar- 
kansas City. Forty orders were sent from here 
today for forwarding to this office. So great 
is the Guthrie mail at Arkansas City it has 
been necessary to hire an extra clerk to for 
ward it. 

THE PROGRESS OF BUILDING 
still goes on here, and excitement and confu 
sion continues. Two banks have already 
started. Oneof them has its building up, but 
the other is doing business over a counter in 
front of a building being erected. The number 
of restaurants has been increased to nineteen. 
with about as many more lunch stands. Two 
butcher shops, four barber shops, twenty-eight 
land and law .oftices, three livery stables, 
twenty stores and other business enterprises 
have been established in tents. House build- 
ing goes on as rapidly as carpenters and lumber 
can be procured. Twenty-six houses have 
been built within the past two days. 
The greatest jam is in front of the land oftice, 
where fuliy 500 men stand aud sit in line out- 
side, waiting their turn to file on their claims, 
and people are hurrying here from all over 
Oklahoma to frle on claims, located at various 
points. The rush at the postoffice isso great, 
and such a state of confusion prevails, that it 
is hurd to get mailor send it off. There is enly 
one delivery for about .10,000 people, and in 
order to get near the postoffice tent It is nec- 
essary to standin line in the hot sun for an 
hour or two, and then, perhaps, no mails have 
been received for two days. or if received the 
postmaster has been unable to get them dis- 
tributed. Postage stamps are very scarce, 
and have been sold as high as ten cents apiece 
tv persons wifo were anxious to get letters off,

_ for the postoftice supply was exhausted on the 


first day. The depot and express office are 
seenes of the greatest confusion. People are 
rushing hither and thither getting baggage, 
6xpress and freight, while others are anxiously 
awaiting the arrival of trains toleave for other 
parts. All the trains are behind time, and no 
confidence can be placed in the railroad 
achedule, and the agent seems unable to keep 
track of the trains.

O«LANomA City, 1. T., April 26.—[By rail 
to Arkansas City, Kans.}|—Never did a town 
need telegraphic accommodations more than 
this. The operator told me today tlat if he 
had a wire to use in the past week his receipts 
would have been at least $2,000. All commer- 
cial business is refused, no matter how impor- 
tant, and the nearest station which is aceessi- 
ble is Purcell, snd that oftice is crowded to 
death. The 2,000 settlers here are becoming 
very uneasy. Provisions are out, and the 
blockade of freight trains at and north of 
Guthrie, and the blockade of cattle trains 
south of here make it inspossible to get food. 
Water is scarce. Yesterday hawkers began to 
peddle it for five cents a glass, but the soldiers 
here, under command of Colonel Snyder, 
putastoptoit. There aretwo wells in the 
city, and crowds are around them all the time. 
Should tiese wells give out itis hard to tell 
what the people will do for water. Like Guth- 
ri¢é, Oklahoma City settlers are in doubt about 
their lots. Uptothis morning nothing had 
been done in reference to a proper survey, but 
ameeting iscalled for this evening. There 
were squatters here Monday long before it was 
possible for them to be there legally. What 
Oklahoma wants is 

A MAN TO LEAD ITS NEW CITIZENS, 
that something will be accomplished. The 
town lots are of vital importance, and the creat 
subject agitated, but there is need of a leader. 
Oklabomites would like some of Guthrie’s 
freight blockade--anything to get provisions 
here, Postal matters are in a 
most deplorable conditions. Settlers cannot 
get mail and there is great dissatisfaction. 
Mail matter is piled tothe roof of the motls 
littie building, and it accumulates each day. 
Lhe postotiice is 
A TRULY TYPICAL ONE. 

The front of the buiiding is of logs, set per- 
pendicular. The sides are of corrugated iron 
and the roof ofreugh boards. The roof boards 
are badly warped by the sun. Postmaster G. 
A. Beiler seemsto be unexperienced in the 
manipulation of his oftice. He was appointed 
two weeks ago, and hails from near Phila- 
delphia. In a bex in a corner, a number of reg- 
istered letters are stored awaiting their owners. 
They are treated as ordinary mail. The can- 
celling and postmarking of letters seem to have 
a charm for Beiler. Instead of 
doing it as fast as he can strike 
them he stamps the letters and then exam- 
ines it tc sec if itis well done, This slow way 
has canecd sn immense amount of letters to 
pile up for mailing. J.etters have been known 
to lie in the office four days after being dropped. 
An experienced postmaster from Kansas was 
at the oftice today, aud discovering the condi- 
tion of affairs, offered to help out, but 
his help was. refused. The postmas- 
ter says itis only a matter of time when the 
department will be obliged tosend some one 
to Oklaboma to put the oftice in order. This 
postoftice has been established about a year 
and has had three postmasters—T. B. Rhoder. 
baum was first appointed, but was removed 
for boomer aililiation. Temp Elliott was ap- 
pionted by President Cleveland to succeed 
Rhodenbaum and Beiler succeeds Elliott. 

ABOUT ALL CLAIMED. 

There are few if any quarter sections in this 
vicinity not claimed. ‘The lapd here is very 
fine and quarter sections aro“desirable. A 
number of squatters haye sold their rights, but 
the majority of them are here to stay. No 
better lands are to be found in the territory 
than within a radius of ten miles. The capital 
of the territory is talked here, and this is be- 
lieved by settlers in the vicinity tobe the place 
to locate it. If anything could exceed the 
anxiety of the boomers and speculators to get 
into Oklahoma it is the frantic eagerness of 
quite a large proportion of them: to get out. 
Never was 2 boom so enthusiastic; never was 
a boom so crueily slaughtered in its 
infancy. It seems impossible, when lovking 
at the crowded trains going outof the terri 
torv, to realize that it is only three days since 
that company found it almost impossible to 
accommodate the invaders. Wagons are going 
out by the hundreds, and many of them have 
on them the suggestive legend, ‘‘McPherson, 
Kaus., is good enough for us, Oklahoma.’’ 
There are hundreds of vacant homesteads 
which men, after long and wearisome journeys 
to obtain them, have abandoned on account 
of their utter worthlessness. Never was a

HiS MURDEROUS JOURNEY TO EAST 
LAHE PROVEN, 


CHAIN OF CIRCUMSTANCES COMPLETE 
The Progress of The Evidence Showa That 
Hawes Murdered His Daughter May— 
Incidents of the Trial. 


BirMineuHAm, Ala., April 26,—Interest in 
the Hawes case shows noabatement. In fact, 


it rather increases as the evidence of the de-. 


fendant’s guilt grows apparently stronger 

The sick juror, Dunlop, who caused an early 
adjournment yesterday, was well enough for 
duty this morning, and reclined throughout 
the day on a lounge especially provided for 
him. Feminine curiosity has triumphed at 
last, and 

A NUMBER OF LADIES WERE PRESENT 

as spectators for the*first time today. Witness 
Lawton, who was on the stand at adjournment 
yesterday, was first called. He thought Hawes 
was the man who came in with the little girl 
from Lakeview on Monday night at 6 o'clock. 
Witness was not positive it was Hawes, but 
thought so. On re-direct examination he said 
the child had on a hat like the one found in 
the lake with the body, but he could not posi- 
tively identify it. . 

John Williams, who boards with Lawler, 
came in on same dummy car Monday night. 
Iie said he saw a man with a little girl 8 or 9 
years old on the train. He thought Hawes 
was the same man, and thought 

THE PICTURE OF MAY HAWES 
after death was like the little girl. 

The defense moved to exclude the testimony 
about the picture, but were overruled, and an 
exception was taken. 

On cross examination Williams said the lit- 
tle girl’s thes were dark and so were the 
men’s. He had noticed the man after the sec- 
ona station this side of Lakeyiew. He did not 
know where they got off. 

Prosecution here undertook to show 
that the two took the East 
Lake dummy Line near where _ it 
intersects on Twenty-second street with the 
Lakeview line. 

J. A. Fanning testified that he was the con- 
ductor on the East Lake duminy that Monday 
night. Onhis first trip after dark, he left 
town at seven o’clock, reaching East Lake at 
7:40, returning. to town at 5:50. He had 
several passengers on the first trip 

HAWES AND THE LITTLE. GIRL 

were among them. They got aboard on Twen- 
tv-fourth street, and got off at the East Lake 
pavillion. They did not return on his train, 
and he saw them no more. He saw the body 
of the girl taken from the lake, and it was the 
size of the girl he had seen on the train, but 
he could not swearthey were the same. He 
had noticed the girl’s straw hat, and it was 
very much like the one taken from the lake 
with the body. 

John Alsen, an . Avondale 
had known Hawes for three years. He got on 
the 7 o’clock East Lake dummy to go home 
that Momlay night, andsaw Hawes and the 
little girl get on at Twenty-fourth street, and 
they were stillon when he left the train at 
Avondale. No other little girl was in the car 
thatnight. Hawes had on a dark hat and 
clothes. ‘The hat shown him was like the one 
the little girl wore that nicht. 

On cross examination Alser said he knew 
Hawes only slightly, andno other members of 
Hawes’s family at all. He had gone to see 
the body of the dead child, but could not 
identify it as that of the iittle gir] he had seen, 
nor did he recognize the photograph of the 
corpse as that of the little girl. 

Ruben P. Butter worked for tlie 
electric compaty in December last. On 
Monday night he had ridden on the dummy 
out to Kast Lake and returned on the same 
train, reaching the city on his return about 
9:30. On his return trip there was one pas- 
senger besides himself who got onat the lake 
pavillion. They had talked together ina 
general way. The mansaid he was an engineer 
on the. Georgia Pacific road. ‘That a young 
lady had been at his house that day, and he 
had been to East Lake to carry her home. 
Thee man had gotten off up town about 
Twenty-first street. He did not know the 
nan at that time.

On cross-examination, he said Hawes wore 
dark clothes, a derby hat and carried a gold 
headed umbrella. His coat had some gray 
mixture. The conductor had heard Hawes

Jesse Blackiller, the conductor referred to, 
corroborated Butter, except that the train left 
at 8:50. 

On cross-examination, Colonel Taliaferro 
read his evidence before the coroner’s jury.

Biackiller said that before the coroner was 
correct. 

G. W. Warren, prescription clerk at Nabors 
& Morrow’s, tesified: . “I was on duty at the 
store on Monday night, December 3, until ten 
o'clock. I know defendant. He was in the 
store on that night between nine and ten 
o’elock. He asked about some jewelry at 
Gluck & Block’s, in the store. He said he 
had just come in onthe dummy. He said he 
had been waiting for the dummy and was 
coid. Isaw Hawes a few days afterwards at 
the jail.

At the afternoon session the photograph of 
the dead body ef May Hawes was proven and 
oifered in evinence. 

Colonel Taliaferro objected but was over 
ruled. 

Rosa Galloway testified that she knew 
Hlawes’s family. She was at Lakeview when 
they found Mrs. Hawes’s body and described 
its appearance. The defense moved to exclude 
the testimony about Mrs. Hawes's body. This 
was overruled and the testimony was accepted. 

THE THEORY OF THB DEFENSE. 

During the afternoon the theory of the de- 
fense was developed, through the cross-exam- 
ination of the state’s witnesses. It is that 
Fanny Bryant saw Hawes pay his wife $500 
and killed her for the money. A man 
named ‘Thompson, said to resemble 
Hawes, was ler accomplice, and he it 
was, who was seen on the dnmmy 
trains from Lakeview and out to East Lake, 


taking iittle May out to the Jatter place, where | 


he killed and put her body in the water: 
that the Wfhess mistook Thompson for Hawes, 
and that the former disappeared about the 
time of the murders and has never been 
seen nor heard of since. 

Ex-sheriff Truss, at that time deputy unde 
Joe Smith, testitied that he went out to 
Hawes’ houes after May’s body was found, and 


| saw blood marks on the Hoor and walls which 


had been scraped in an effort to remove all the 
stains. He described the finding of littie 
Irene’s body at Lakeview, and told its con- 
dition with the iron weights tied by cords. 

Colonel Taliaferro reserved a general 
ception to all testimony in reference to 
death of Mrs. Hawes and Irene. 

Sheriff Truss proceeded to tell of

on his arrival at the station with 
from Columbus, Miss. He had told Hawes he 
was wanted for murder, and Hawes asked of 
whom. When he said of his daughter 
May, Hawes replied: ‘That is strange.’’ 
Hawes, before zorng with the sheriff, went 
and told his wife that he would be back in an 
hour; that a friend would see her to the hotel. 
He spoke of the lady as his wife. The next 
day he was was taken to the undertakers and 
identified the remains of the child there as his 
daughter May. 
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FOUND SPOTS OF BLOOD 
on the floor and wall.. On cross examination 
he could not say it was human blood. 

hk. C. Wycke lived at Avondale. “I am a 
locomotive engineer and have known tle de- 
fendant about one year. I was at the jail 
about two weeks ago in company with Mr 
Stewart. There was no offer to have 
any statements made in court.. Hawes 
asked me what the men on the road 
thought about his case. I toid him 
a great many believed him innocent. The 
prisoner @aid he had $3,000in Atlanta which 
he had some doubts about getting now, and 
it’s allon account of the death of ‘that G—d 
d—n woman. You see nuw whether or not 
I wanted hertolive’ He said Fanny Bryant 
had gotten him into all of this trouble.”’ 

The defense took an exception, which was 
overruled. 

The solicitor for the state asked witness to 
repeat What Ilawes said about Fanny Bryant. 
Witness said Hawes had told him he ex- 
pected to prove where he was the night Funny 
had come after hisshirt. His suit of clothes 
had been made in Columbus which he wore 
the day he was married. 

G. A. Stewart was at tho jail with Dick, but 
had not heard the conversation. Hawes spoke 
of his first wife as “.ho woman,’’ but did no 1 
hear him curse. He said she had some property 
he would have gotton hold of if she had not 
died. This witness was not cross examined. 
J. B. Robins, detective, testitied to 

FINDING MRS. HAWKS’S BODY 
at Lakeview. Phil Graham went to Hawes’s 
house on Friday, and found blood spots on the 
wall, also on the children’s garments buried in 
the ash pile, 

Dr. Wilson testified to the autopsy af Mrs. 
Hawes’s body. He could not say that the 
wounds were sufficient to produce death. 

Marion Stewart Cann, city editor of the 
Age-Herald, testified to the correctness 
of the interviews published at the time, hav- 
ing been held with Hawes. Hawes had said 
he had beon out of the city since Monday and 
did not know anything about his family, who 
had gone away somewhere. Hawes was asked 
if the missing woman was his wife, and he re- 
plied that he had been married to her, but 
secured a divorce several mouths previous in 
Atlanta. He said he had children living 
with the divorced woman, and he frequently 
went to see them. Cross-examined, Hawes 
stated on the way to jail that he was prepared 
to answer any question. Mr. McDavid asked 
him if he knew on what charge he was ar- 
rested. Hereplied he did. He said he had 
always given his wife money, and he had 
frequently gone to her children, and 
that May was about eight years 
old, He said that he _ stayed _ at 
Florence on Monday night and left 
for Columbus on Tuesday. He knew Fannie 
Bryant, and she washed for his family. Ho 
moved his effectsinto Mrs. Fuller’s on Satur- 
day ; that he had given his divorced wife $500 
on Saturday in Fannie Bryant’s presence. Ho 
has not seen either his wife or Fannie since. 
Don’t recollect whether hetold his brother 
anything aboutit. Remember something about 
being with Wyly on the night before he left 
for Columbus; that he had made arragements 
to carry his two little girls to Mobile, and 
would have done so if the woman had not 
taken themaway. His divorced wife knew he 
was going to marry ayain. 

Court adjourned until 9 o’clock tomorrow. 
The prosecution will probably get through with 
its witnesses tomorrow.

THE YELLOW FEVER PROSPECT. 


Surgeon-general Hamilton in Consultation 
With the Jacksonyille Authorities. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 26.—Surgeon- 
general Hamilton arrived here at noon, and 
will leave for New York in the morning. To- 
night he is in conference with the state health 
officers. To a reporter of the Times-Union he 
said he did not apprehend a recurrence of the 
yellow fever in Jacksonville, as if there was 
any virtue in fumigation and sanitation, the 
infection had been expelled. He regarded the 
process of disinfection used here as the most 
thorough on a large’ scale in modern 
times. The ofticials of his bureau have 
been ableto find but one casein Florida this 
year, thatat Sanford, He repudiates the re- 
cent interview published in a New York paper 
in which he is made to say that he expects a 
recurrence of the fever in Florida. 

Dr. Porter, state health officer, is now in 
charge at Sanford. There areno new devel- 
opments there. The inmates of the Demont 
house have been removed to the suspect camp. 
A house to house inspection shows only two 
cases of sickness in the place, one case of 
chronic dysentery and the other diarrhaa in 
teething.

THE EXERCISES IN THE GATE CITY. 


A Long and Picturesque Procession Which 
Excitesthe Enthusiasm of Thousands 
On the Streets. 


Memorial Day was observed throughont the 
south yesterday. 

Here in Atlanta the ceremonies were inter- 
esting. The procession of veterans, the mill- 
tary companies and civic societies was an in- 
teresting one. The exercises at the cemetery 
were impressive, and nothing occurred to mar 
a perfect Memorial Day. 


MEMORIAL DAY IN ATLANTA. 


Forming of the Procession and March to the 
Cemetery. 

Between 2 and 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Marietta street. from Peachtree to Bartow, 
presented a most stirring and picturesque 
scene. At that hour the memorial procession 
began to form. The weather was bright and 
bracing and thousands of people had gathered 
to witness the interesting ceremony of making 
up the line, and to see the procession move. 

The sidewalks on either side were literally 
lined with citizens of every class and 
calling, and there were hundreds of 
lovely ladies and_ bright-faced  child- 
ren crowding the windows and 
vorticoes of the business blocks and residences 
looking delightediy on the ontertaining and 
spirited spectacle below. 

The body of the street was given up entirely 
to the civic and military organizations, and 
the pelice deserve praise for the perfect order 
which prevailed in the great crowds, and the 
mild but firm manner in which they were con- 
fined to the sidewalks. 

Asearly as half-past two the Confederate 
Veterans took position in line on the south 
side of Marietta street, the head of 
the column resting upon the corner of Broad. 
The procession was rapidly formed «pon this 
column. As company alier company and 
society after society marched up Marietta 
street to the music of bands and amid flying 
coiors, and took their places in line. there was 
continuous cheering from thousands’. of 
throats. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock the line had been 
completed, and the longest and most pictur- 
esque procession ever seen in Atlanta on 
Memorial Day inoved briskly off, 

In advance rode Chief of Police Connolly, 
accompanied by Captain Jacobs, of the United 
States army, closely followed by Captains 
Couch, Manly and Wright, four sergeants of 
police and a squad of mounted patrolmen. 

At the head of the procession was Com- 
mander-in-Chief W. L. Calhoun, with the fol- 
lowing aids: Colonei L. P. Thomas, Dr. K. C. 
Divine, Colonel W. W. Hurlburt, Colonel H. 
F. Stark, Hon. A. H. Cox, Captain W. D. 
Ellis, Hon. Mark A, Hardinand Mr. G, R. 
DeSaussure. 

The confederate veterans followed. There 
were 144 men in line in charge of Commander 
H. H, Colquitt, vice-president of the associa- 
tion. The veterans marched two abreast and 
presented a soldierly appearance. Many of 
them carried wreaths and, bougets of beautiful 
flowers. 

The Red Men came next. The four lodges 
in the city were largely represented, there be- 
ing upwardsof two hundred men in line. 
Chief Marshal T. F. Long commanded this 
fine appearing body of men. 

Then came the capital city division of the 
Knights of Pythias in charge of Sir Knight 
Commander Adolph Brandt.. There were 
about forty men in line and their appearance 
was splendid. 

The Atlanta Artillery, Captain George B. 
Forbes commander, followed. ‘They looked 
martial and picturesque and moved ad- 
mirably. 

The Atlanta Rifles preceded’ by their excel- 
lent band, came next, in command of Captgin 
Sneed. There were eight fours out 
and __ this company never appeared 
to better advantage. They moved 
like clockwork and their handsome uniforms 
atiracted general admiration. 

They were closely followed by that crack 
company, the Gate City Guard, marching 
eight fours strong and commanded by Captain 
Lyman Hall. Their appearance was showy 
and splendid and their movement faultless. 

The Atlanta Zouaves, six fours strong, in 
command of Captain J. B. Hollis, presented 
a striking feature in the procession. Their 
gay uniforms and admirable marching called 
forth many compliments. They looked and 
moved more like regulars than a new organi- 
zation. 

The Means Cadets, Captain Angus E. Orr, 
and the Moreland Park Cadets, Captain Sid- 
ney Jones, the soldier boys»in gray, showed 
iu their genuine military bearing and correct 
marching the effect of fine training. ‘There 
were six fours in each company. These com- 
panies proved a strong attraction and by com- 
mon consent were the pets of the populace. 

Huff’s band preceded the Governor's Horse 
Guard, riding four abreast, and forty strong, 
and commanded by Captain Jolin Milledge. 
This splendid organization has never made a 
more magnificent appearance On any public 
occasion. They moved with a dash of brilliancy 
and harmony, which aroused euthusiagsm on 
all sides, 

The carriages containing the president, ofti- 
cers and members of the Ladies’ Memorial 
association, the oratorof.the day, the mayor 
and members of thecity council, were escorted 
hy the Knights Templar in their beautiful 
regalia—gracefully brought up the rear of the 
imposing procession. 

Preceded by Forepaugh’s band the proces- 
sion moved down Broad to Alabama, thence 
to Whitehall, and out Hunter te Oakland 
cemetery. 

Admiring thousands viewed the pageant 
which reached its destination without a bob. 
ble. The police regulation was perfect, and 
from first to last, the manner in which the 
procession was handled, is beyond al! praise- 

At the Cemetery. 

The avenues and walks of Oakland were 
thronged with people yesterday afternoen. It 
was one of the largest crowds that ever gath- 
ered in the hillside cemetery. 

Shortly after noon the crowd began to 
rather, and long before the procession left the 
city the cemetery was well crowded.

Judge 
Calhoun referred to General Young “‘as 8 gal- 
lant son of Georgia, one, who in her days of 
trial never deserted his mother, and as a ma-" 
jot-general of cavalry in the army of northorn 
Virginia, was true tohis home and as chivalric 
a3 a knight of old.”’ 
THE ORATION, 

General Young was greeted with cheers. 
Perhaps no orator ever spoke under more dif- 
ficulties, a very strong wind was blowing, and 
persons In the rear of the orator were unable 
to catch a word. Those in front of him were 
more fortunate, but notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of General Young to make himself heard 
at times it was difficult to hear him. His ora- 
tion was peculiarly appropriate and particular- 
ly eloquent. Among other things, General 
Young said: 

These ceremonies are now mostly conducted 
‘by the survivors’ associations, which are so im- 
portant to history. When these organizations 
‘are complete in this state, it will be possible to 
fix the abode and occupation of every living 
confederate soldier, and to fix the time, place 
aud circumstance of those now dead. These 
facts are so vitally important that the survivors 
should lose no time in perfecting their organi- 
zations. ‘There seems to be a revival of inter- 
ost regarding confederate soldiers Mr. Grady 
has done much for Atlanta and much for Geor- 
gia, but the crowning act of his life will be the 
confederate home, for he will build it, and it 
will endear him to every member of every sol- 
dier’s family in his native state. Long may ho 
live to enjoy their gratituce.”’ 

Ve are not here to evince our devotion to 
any special principle of government, nor to 
approve or condemn any political doctrine, but 
to do honor to our heroes and to encourage and 
foster in our bosoms the sweetest, purest senti- 
ments that find lodgment in the human heart, 
Our departed comrades gave their lives for 
their convictions. They had no bounties, they 
had no pay —they had but scantily the com- 
monest necessaries. Patriotism with thom 
was not sullied by even the thought of money. 
They walked out every morning to die as 
cheerfully as if it was a blessed privilege. 
They fought for duty, devotion to country, 
to family, to liberty and self-preservation ;" 
and the men who followed Lee aud 
Jackson, Beauregard, Longstreet aud 
Johnston through the seven days 
carnage around Kichmond, over the plains 
of Manassas, through the hell fire of the 
Wilderness and up the heights of Gettysburg 
will be loved, honored and remembered as 
long as honor is cherished and gallantry and 
Knighthood admired. God bless them. We 
are here to see that no reproaches shall be 
made against them; we are here to care for 
their spotless reputations, to see that posterity 
receives their names. I am proud of their 
gallantry, of their fortitude; but above all am 
I proud of their devotion to their own good 
name through all the long years of the war.’’ 

“Who are these confederate veterans? 
They are the descendants of those men who 
fought the battle of Cowpens, of Kings moun- 
tain, of Savannah; who drove Cornwallis out 
of these states and compeiled him to surrender 
at Yorktown. They are the descendants of 
THE MEN WHO FOLLOWED SCOTT AND HAKRI- 

‘ SON, 
through the Indian war. They are the de- 
scendants of those who tollowed Scott 
aud ‘Taylor over the burning sands 
of Mexico, over the plains of Palo Alto, 
up to the heights of Chapultepec, and placed 
the flag of our country over the walls of the 
Montezumas. ‘The children of these men fol- 
lowed the fortunés of the confederacy, and is 
it a wonder that with such a lineage and with 
such a record that they are jealous of their 
good name? Do you know the secret of their 
devotion to dutv and honor? It was because 
they were American citizens to the manor 
born. Thereare more pure American born 
citizens in Georgia than in half a dozen 
western states. People believe that 
we have been harmed because 
the stream of jmmigration has been 
turned from us. Nct so! We are under 
everlasting obligations to them for the favor. 
They have watered their own blood ata fear- 
ful rate, and have left our stock pure and free 
from the thousand taints that immigration 
brings. ‘There are more American born citi- 
zens ip the southern states today than in any 
other section of the country.’’ 
HIS RECORD IN PEACE. 

General Young declared that the history of 
the confederate soldier,in battle and in camp 
was not the brightest part of his career. 
His record in peace was the brightost 
jewel in hiscrown. Notwithstanding the des- 
olation of the war, he went to work to rebuiid 
his shattered fortunes, and presented to the 
world one of the grandest spectacles the world 
has ever seen. His success has been phenom- 
enal. Today the majority of the positions of 
honor and of trustin the south are held by 
confederates. The men who have buitded so 
well were the men who followed Jack#eon and 
Lee. All our greatest enterprises owe their 
inspiration and success tothat grit and courage 
that made the confederate soldier the best in 
the world. The men who rebuilt Atlanta and 
who, as if by magic, raised Birmingham 
stately and grand, were the men who, 
for four long years, wore the gray. 
The fifth of the banks in the southern states 
arc run by southern soldiers, four-tifths of the 
railroads in the south are operated by southern 
soldiers, the governors cf all the southern 
states wore the gray, out of the 175 democratic 
members of congress seventy-five were confeds 
erate soldiers, out of the twenty-nine deino- 
cratic 3enators twenty were southern soldiers; 
one soldier on the supreme bench, two in 
Cleveland’s cabinet, four foreign ministers, 
ten consuls, and all reilecting honor and credit 
upon the government. What a record! 

Speaking of the solidity of the south, Gen- 
eral Young said: ‘‘We are not solid in a bad 
sense, we are solid in devotion to our country, 
solid in our determination that the honor and 
virtue and intelligence of these states shall be 
maintained. ‘I would to God we could today 
forget every bad feeling engendered by the 
war, that we might live in peaceand alfection, 
and march hand in hand, shoulder to shoulder, 
no north and nosouth, in pursuit of one com- 
mon, great and glorious object—-the prosperity 
of our common country.”’ 

General Youneg’sspeech was one of the wost 
eloquent ever delivered upon a similar occas- 
ion, His tribute to southern women was par- 
ticularly eloquent, and elicited hearty cheers 
from those fortunate enoughto hearit. At 
the conclusion of the oration, he was surround- 
ed by veterans and friends and heartily con- 
gratulated upon his effort. 

DECQRATING THE GRAVIS, 

Before the @<ercises began a larve namber 
of graves ha@*been decorated and upon the 
conclasion of the oration the remaining ones 
were covered with flowers. Not a soldier's 
tomb was forgotten, every one being remem- 
bered by loving hands, and the profusion of 
Howers was marked by almost every one.

The colliding trains were the Phila- 
de]phia express, which leaves Camden station 
at 10:20 a. m., and the train from Philadelphia, 
due at Caniden station at 10:85 a. m.

The thoughtful notes of warning sounded 
by the religious press will do much in the 
way of antagonizing the people and the 
trusts. The secular newspapers have de- 
nounced thetrusts because they are contrary 
te public policy, but our religious contem- 
poraries boldly oppose them because they are 
wicked combinations held together by their 
fnordinate greed of gain. 

This broad way of characterizing the 
monster evil of the age will strike the 
masses where an elaborate argument would 
fail. Inastrong editorial on the subject 
the St. Louis Christian Advocate charges 
the trusts with grinding the faces of the 
poor and increasing their poverty and suf- 
fering. ur contemporary says: 

This, of course, leads to counter organizations; 
and societies, unions and combinations under dif- 
ferent names are being formed all over the country, 
as ar ofiset against the otheranda seitied antagon~ 
_ ism between capital on the one hand and labor on 
the other has been forced when m fact no such real 
antagonism exists. It is all factitious, and the result 
$x, one party istreated with silent scorn and the 
otber with envy and bate, All this is wrong, It 
oversiauchs individualism, leads men to act in 
herds, lessens the sense of individual responsibility, 
dwarfs inanhood and tends ultimately to the dis- 
ruption of society. It is best for every man to 
choose his own pursuits in life, follow that which 
{is best adapted to his taste and capacities, work 
at what he will, when he will and at what price he 
will, 89 long as he does not interfere with the rights 
and privileges of others; then if he succceds the 
success is his own, and if he fails the fault or mis- 
fortune is hisand not another s. 

Nothing could be truer than these well- 
considered words, Already we see the ef- 
fect of these organizations, Their ten- 
dency is to array class against class, and 
finally to stir up strife between the classes 
and the masses, 

But we do not believe that sixty millions 
of the freest and most independent people 
on the face of the earth will permit com- 
binations of such men to conspire against 
them and oppress them long. After all, in 
this country, all power resides in the people. 
Sometimes they are slow to exercise it, but 
when their wrath is excited, and they move 
together nothing can stand in their way. 
‘The trusts will not be with us long. Sooner 


or later they will have to go. 
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Cotton Seed Oil, 

The New York Sun has an able editorial 
on cotton seed oil which contains some in- 
teresting facts and statistics. Formerly cot- 
ton seed were either wasted or used as fer- 
tilizers. ‘They were fed to cattle at a great 
loss. At present, however, the entire cotton 
seed crop is utilized. It amounts to about 
£00,000 tons, and out of this are made every 
year twenty-eight million gallons of oil, 
which, when refined, enters into some of the 
most important food products of the world. 
The production of this oil Is one of the 
great and growing industries of the south, 
and it wil! become very much greater in the 
mear future, 

On the coast of Maine young shad and 
herring are preserved in cotton seed oil and 
gold as sardines. Moreover, nine-tenths of 
the European sardines are now put up in 
cotton seed oil. <A great part of all the lard 
of commerce is composed chiefly of cotton 
seed oi], and the most distinguished chem- 
ists claim that it Is all the better for that 
ingredient. It improves the hog’s fat and 
renders it healthier. This means, of course, 
that new combinations of cotton seed oil 
will crowd the diseased hog’s fat of com- 
merce out of market, as it has already 
crowded out European olive oil. 

Itis a very interesting matter, indeed, 
andall that Tite CONSTITUTION can do is 
to applaud the victims of cotton seed oil. It 
is healthy, it is pure, it is cheap, and noth 
ing whatever can be said against it asa food 


roduct. 
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Gn Some Newspapers, 
The statement that the Columbus En- 
quirer-Sun has passed into the hands of the 


sheriff, will cause'regret, even among those . 


whom that paper has steadily antagonized. 
There ought to be, and there is, a fine field 
in Columbus for such a paper as the En- 
quirer, but whomsoever fills that field will 
have to change the policy of the paper. 

A few years ago a paper called the Gazette 
was started in Augusta, Jt was a very 
bright and newsy journal, and no paper in 
the state was better written. In its first 
number, however, it began to abuse TIlE 
CONSTITUTION, and when it was not abus- 
ing Tim CONSTITUTION it was abusing 
something or somebody else. This was its 
policy. 
in the hearts of the people by aiding to 
build mp somethingand by dispensing the 
sunshine of hope and good nature, it went 
to work to carp and criticise and tear down. 
It made no attempt to build up, nor did it 
geem to be in sympathy with the progress 
the south is making. And yet the editor 
Was a man of undoubted talent. He hada 
rare gift of expression, but it wasall devoted 
to belittling, to criticising, to pulling down 
and to abusing. 

As matter of course the Gazette soon 
passed away. It had a good word for no- 
body. and when it died nobody had a good 
word for it, except ‘THE CONSTITUTION, 
which it had so consistently abused. We 
are of the opinion that the sourand un- 
happy temperament of the editor caused 
him to missa great opportunity. The Co- 
lumbus Enquirer-Sun is to be placed in the 
game category with the Gazette. It was a 
better newspaper, and it had a field that it 
might have filied with profit to itself and to 
the community. It did fillthe field, so far 
as ordinary newspaper enterprise is con- 
cerned, and it filled it well, but the result 
has shown that the people do not appreciate 
@ policy that is hypercritical, or that has a 
tendency to pull dewn instead of building 
up. A newspaper hasan individuality of 
ites own, and it is not very different from the 
individuality of men. 

Is your neighbor genial, hopeful and 
friendly? Whata treasure heis! He counts 
his friends by the hundreds. Is he gloomy, 
sour, disputations and pessimistic? How 
everybody avoids him! We have observed 


that whenever a newspaper begins to abuse.

Where Shall We Draw the Line’? 
The lower house of the Michigan legisla 
ture has passed a bill prohibiting the manu- 
facture, sale or giving away of any cigar- 
ettes, or any imitation thereof, composed 

wholly or in part of tobacco. 

Perhaps it would be a good thing to 
simash the cigarette nuisance and get rid of 
it entirely, but a puzzling question comes 
up. So long as men believe that they have 
amoral right to make and smoke cigarettes 
they will resent the interference of the law, 
ahd contine to do as they please. Is it 
wise, under the circumstances, to pass a 
law which is bound to be held in contempt 
and violated? 

Undoubtedly, the Jaw should interfere as 
little as possible in the personal rignts of 
the people. Cigarettes may injure the 
health of some people, but the same is true 
of coffee and tea. We know that these 
beverages injure children and some adults. 
Yet are we ready fora statute prohibiting 
or regulating the use of tea and coffee? If 
the reformers think so, let them try it. Sit- 
ting up late at night stops the physical de- 
velopment of the young, but what would be 
thought of alaw requiring children under a 
heavy penalty to go to bed before 9 o’clock! 

Some of these things will appear absurd 
when they are stated in cold type, but there 
is no telling where some of our cranky re- 
formers will pause in their efforts to force 
their habits, their tastes and their preju- 
dices upon their neighbors? 

It is bad policy to vex the citizen with 
paternal legislation abridging personal 
rights. This is good democratic doctrine, 
and there is wisdom and justice in it. It 
would be far better for usin the long run 
to submit to the inconvenience and damage 
resulting frum certain personal habits of 
our neighbors than it would be for majori- 
ties to call in the strong arm of the law to 
oppress and bedevil minorities in such mat- 
ters. 

But where shall we draw the line? Draw 
it before you enter your neighbor’s room, or 
house or family circle? Draw it before you 
take the position that your views regarding 
personal rights are entirely right, while his 
are entirely wrong? Draw it just where 
your own proper business ends and the bus- 
iness of your neighbor begins? 


A Plan That Won't Work. 

That the administration has determined 
upon a southern policy different from that 
of other republican administrations, there 
can be no doubt. 

The whole course of the president and his 
cabinet in the matter of southern appoint- 


' ments has made it apparent that they have 
| determined upon a definite policy concern- 


ing the recognition of the negro, and that 
they are moving with the idea of breaking 
the practical democratic solidity of the 
white vote. 

They hope to dothis by pursuing a line of 
action which will be so directed as to con- 
vince the white voter that the negro is to be no 
longer an obstacle to republican affiliation, 
They realize the fact that the greatest com- 


plaint of the south against republican su- 


premacy has been in the political elevation 
of the negro to positions of authority over 
the whites, and in the recognition of ne- 
groes and carpet-baggers as the necessary 
exponents of republican rule. These things 
being true, the republican party could never 
expect to gain foothold in the south, even if 
there were no other reasons to make it ob- 
jectionable to the people of the south. 

But the administration proposes to change 
the orderof things, It will turn its hand 
on the carpet bagger, keep the negro in the 
background, and say to the white vote: 
‘Now, join us and we will take care of you.” 

A protective tariff convention will be held 
in Chattanooga or Birmingham on the idea 
that this isthe rock on which the south 
must be split. Itis being announced with 
creat hurrah that democratsand republicans 
will participate. Already the republican 
press is delivering itself on the objects and 
prospective results of this gathering, and is 
being deluded with visions of democratic 
disruption all over the south. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette thus 
outlines the plan by which the south is to 
becaptured. Referring to the proposed con- 
vention it says: 

“Representatives from about thirty-five congres- 
sional districts in the south, in which the question 
of protecting their new and industrial enterprises 
are of paramount importance. These districts are 
mainly inor adjacent to the piedmont region of 
the south. 

“They happen to be districts in which the white 
element so far predominates as to cause the race 
question to be regarded as of secondary importance 
compared with the subject of industrial advance 
meut. itis only in thisindirect form that the ques, 
tion of race has any connection with the movement 
to organize a tariff league. * * * The plan in- 
volves the nomivation in each of these districts of 
anindepenient protection candidate, either demo-~ 
crat or republican, according as ome or the other 
party may have the largest vote in the distiict in 
question, with the agreement that both republicar 
and democrat protectionist will support these index 
pendent candidates in the campaign and at the 
polis. By this means it is confidently believed that 
the free rade party in cougress can be effectually 
killed.”’ 

This is an 
scheme, but it won't work! 

In the first place, there is no free trade 
party in the south, and if there were the 
above plan would not have the desired effect. 
Any proposition to divide the south, based 
on the idea that the race question can be 


made of secondary importance to any other | 


issue, must, in the nature of things, be una- 
vailing. This issue is paramount to all 
others, and as long as there is a republican 
party composed of material such as makes 
the republican party of today, so long will 
the south unite in solid opposition. 


Those who direct the policy of the admin- | 


istration may or may not be sincere in their 


attitude of indifference to the negro. If | 


they are, the republican party is no place 


for them: and if they are not, democrats | 


hed better beware, whatever be their Opinion 
on other economic questions. 


The republican party cannot drop the 
_negro for the simple reason that the negro 


will) not be dropped, and as he figures too 
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exceedingly enterprising | 
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prominently in republican counsels to be 
ignored, it will be found that he will, in the 
future as in the past, force the party to 
compliance with his terms. 

Protection and all involved in it amounts 
to nothing when compared with the neces- 
sity of white domination in the south. We 
have experienced the evils of negro su- 
premacy, and the wisest course for the south 
to pursue is that which leads farthest from 
a possible repetition of the events of that 
cra,

Bishop Newman Explains His Virginia 
Speech. 
From the Char’éston News and Courter. 

OmARA, Neb., March 19, 1889.—To the Edi- 
tor of the News and Courier: Some one sent me the 
enclosed slip from your paper, to which I reply: 

I know the south as well as you do. I have lived 
in the south and am familiar with the views, pre- 
judices and acts of ifs people.' 

My eyes have ever been open to the real condition 
of things south ofthe Potomac, It was not neces- 
sary for me to visit the southern states to correct my 
impressions. I have noregretsas to any word or 
act of mine touchingthe animus of the southern 
people in the late war. 

What I said at the Virginia confarence had 
no reference to the past, but to the future. You 
have the race question to settle as to the whites and 
the blacks; we have the race qnestion to settle as to 
the American born and the foreign born. Withyou 
it is a question with your own people; with us, it is 
the north against all Europe. Youhave the casier 
task, The south bas not been over run by foreigners 
indifferent to our institutions- This is what I meant 
by the ‘‘purest American blood was to be found in 
the south;” and that because of this “it might be 
that the south would have to march forth in defence 
of our dearest institutions.’’ 

I have been saying this in the north for the past 
twenty years, on many public occasions, andl say 
so how. 

If your editorialon my remarks is the way you 
treat honorable sentiments expressed of your citi- 
zeus, the fewer we have of such sentiments cx- 
pressed the better. 

In all my tour ip the south I spoke words of peace 
and unity, and since my return north I have spoken 
like words to President Harrison and to our states- 
men. It was ajoytomethat I found the yvoung 
men of this generaiion, in Florida, in the Carolinas, 
in Georgia, in Virginia, loyal to the union of the 
fathers. I suggested to the administration, put 
men in office in the south of high repute who will 
promote southern prosperity, intelligence and re 
ligion.

Negroes in the Southwest. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

THe ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, Which recently 
prophesied that the negro population of the South 
Atlaniic states would ultimately drift down here, to 
travel still further southward and westward in the 
distant future and ultimately pull up in Mexico. is 
now trying to.soothe us bysaying no matter how 
large the negro majorities here, the superior race 
will rule, and speaks as follows on the subject: 

“Tfow the Waveof negroimmigration in the south- 
west is to be checked it is not casy to see. So long 
as the planters demand negroes, the supply will be 
naturally forthcoming. Labor agents, the railroads 
and the desire of the negroes to mass themselves in 
the black belt will be powerful factors in this shift- 
ing of population. But the whites of the southwest 
are not likely to yield to anything like negro domi- 
nation. .African majorities cannot Afficanize our 
southern commonwealths. The superior race wil! 
rule. 

We have never had any doubt upon the latter 
point, White rule prevails today in parts ofthe 
south where the negroes are ten and twelve to one: 
and the population of blacks is not likely to get 
larger in any part of the country, but while we rec- 
ognize that white domination must and wil] prevail 
under all and every circumstances, the south west is 
not disposed to submit patieutly to having the ne- 
groes ufiloaded on itin the way Tie ConstiryTion 
predicts—not that it particularly endangers white 
supremacy, but that it keeps out white se'tlers, pre- 
vents the advence and improvement of this section 
and generally degrades and lowers it before the 
world. The importation of negroes into Louisiana 
isa rebuff and a check to white immigration: it wii! 
increase the illiteracy of the state, already too great 
for its safety; it will prevent the improvement of 
publie schools. for the negroes coutribute nothing to 
them, yet consume a large proportion of the educas 
tional fund; and it will check the industrial deve}. 
opment trom which we expect so mueh, for the ne- 
groes are ill adapted to manufactures, yet keep out 
the whites who would work in our factories, For 
these reasons, the southwest would do well to raise 
a levee to protect {t from this black flood now pour- 
ing down on it from the South Atlamtic states,

4A RAILROAD MAN SHOT DOWN ON 
ALABAMA STREET. 


Yesterday Afternoon in ©. P. Johnson's Saloon 
T. Whitlock Bhot and Inttautly Killed 


Belden—The Story of the Witnesses. 


Neil Belden was shot and instantly killed by 
Martin T. Whitlock yesterday. 

©. P. Johuson’s saloon on Alabama street 
was the scene of the tragedy. 

W Litlock is a well known veternary surgeon 
and Belden was a railroad engineer. The 
two men entered the saloon together, quar- 
reled, and Whitlock shot Belden. 

H@<laims that the deed was done in self- 
defense, as Belden was advancing upon him 
with a knife. 

The Affray 
Occurred at about half past three o'clock, just 
as the memorial procession was passing. There 
were four or five men inthe saloon and a 
number just outside, and the shooting created 
intense excitement. 

Belden was shot twice and ¢ied almost in- 
stantly. Whitlock made no effort to escape, 
but handing his revolver toa bystander, waited 
until Officer Norman placed him under arrest. 

Dr. Harry Huzza was summoned to attend 
the wounded man, but before he could reach 
there Belden died, and without uttering a 
word. 

The Principal Witness. 

Mr. A. C. Heggie, of Marietta, was in the 
bar buying a bottle of whisky, and heard the 
quarrel petween Whitlock and Belden. 

He said that he saw Belden draw his knife 
and-advance on Whitlock, and in an instant 
the pistol fired and Belden caught bis hands 
tohis abdomen. He closed his knife and 
dropped it in his pocket. Then the second 
shot was tired and he fell tothe floor. Whit- 
lock handed his pistol to Mr. Heggie, but made 
no effort to yet away. 

Mr. Heggie laid the pistol on the counter, 
and afterwards Patrolman Norman picked it 
up, and Patrolien Stewart and Hamilton 
arrested Whitlock and brought himto the 
ptationhouse, 

The Beginning of the Quarrel. 

George Perkins, a negro who was in the bar 
room, said: 

**] heard them talking about the bet they 
had made about how long Mr. Belden ‘had 
been on the road. They kept on talking of 
the matter, and at last they fell out.” 

**What did they say?” 

“Mr. Belden said: 

“ *You’ll do anything for money.’ 

“Mr. Whitlock said: ‘If you speak that 
word again-you’ll fali.’ 

“Did they attack each other then?’ 

*No, they made up, and Belden agreed to 
pay tive dollars and get his watch back.”’ 

*Did you say anything?”

. Wiritlock was seen in his cell, ITlis first ex-

“Oh, my poor wife and baby! 

“What was the origin of your difficulty‘

Ateight o’clock yesterday evening there 
Was an antopsy held on the body of the dead 
man.

The bullets were fired from a doubic-action 
Smith & Wesson revolver of thirty-eight 
caliber. 

The hemerrhage from the wounds were 
almost entirely internal, very little blood ap- 
pearing on the floor.

An Original Lecture by a Strictly Original 
Man at DeGive's.

A SLIGHT DECREASE. 


Business Report for the Past Wetek— Fail- 
ures, Ete. 

New York, April 26.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

Business in this city is so iuterrupted by centen» 
hial preparations and the approaching holidays that 
the dec: ease in volume is not surprising. Some dis- 
appointment was felt, however, because the retail 
trade is so flat, except in decoration goods. Reports 
from other quarters indicate continued improve- 
micnt, andeven in iron and woolen branches. signs 
for the present are more favorable. Money is ac 
cumulatine here and plenty at nearly all interior 
points. Collections are generally better, though no 
improvement is seen at: Milwaukee, and while 
the general complaint is that the present 
demand for money is but moderate, confidence that 
business will soon expand as strong as ever. Per- 
baps it is inttuenced a little too much by the belief 
that crops this year are to be unusualy large, but 
after all reasonable allowances, there is more 
&round than usual to look for a year of good trade. 

he iron market continues unsatisfactory here, 
and southern No. 1 is sold at $16.75, and the sale of 
steel rails at less than €27 at the mill is reported, 
But the feeling at Philadelphia is clearly 
improved, the demand for piate and tank iron 
and sheet iran being fair, while there 
is a decided improvement in structural iron and in 
nails. The market for bar iron is more steady, 
Several mills near Philadelphia having closed, re 
ducing the supply. With all indications of improve~ 
ment, itis not yet clear that consumption will 
sustain the present large output of pig iron, and 
prices do not strengthen. 

In the wool market, also, a better feeling is noted 
and prices seqm firmer, though buying is strictly 
limited, and mills are working at only a little short 
of their capacity. 

In drugs and chemicals, also, another trade 
which has been very dull, a distinct improvement 
is observed at Puiladelphia, with collections in 
better shape and prospecis are brighter, In 
most of the speculative markets prices 
are lower, and that tact also gives promise of a 
larger aud freer trade. Wheat is two cents lower at 
83 cents, with saies of 40,500,000 bushels for the 
week. Corn is one-eighth cents lower at 42%, cents, 
and oats one cent lower. Coffe bas not changed, 
but speculation in sugar bas turned downward, and

Therois no change of consequence in pork pros 
ducts, and oll isa fraction stronger, but leather is 
again half a cent lower, butier two cents and 
cheese half a cent lower, and = flour 
has deciined for some grades 50 to 70 Geils, 
per barrel. Speculation in cotton 1s still strong, 
and the priceis an eighth higher; with sales here 
of 386,000 bales, and exports continuing very large. 
In consequence mainly of enormous cotton move- 
ment, the value of exports in March exceed the 
value of merchandise imports by $2,835,320. Net 
ex ports of gold $3,712,225, for the month, and about 
$1,000,000, of silver, made about $7,600,000 paid 
abroad against the interest due and under valna- 
tions. For three months net exports of merchan- 
dise and specie represented about halt estimated 
interest and under valuations. These figures show 
that, in spite of much weakness in the speculative 
stocks, foreign investments still exceed the with- 
drawals of foreign capital, and of late the demand 
for railroad aud other bonds has been exceptionally 
strong. 

At New York merchandise exports for April thus 
far exceed last year’s by 24 percent, while in im~ 
ports here there is an apparent decline of 8 per 
cent, due in part, no doubt, to the fact that the 
market is already supplied, butalsoin part to the 
decline in prices of most commoditics here. 

Since April first the fallin the average prices of 
allcommoditics here has been full one-half of one 
per cent, 

The dry goods business, though comparatively 
neglected here, exccpt in decoration lines, appears 
in other cities to be fairly on a level with that of 
last year,and pricesare well maintained, Itis a 
good sign that collections in this branch seem to be 

enerally improved. The grocery trade has also 
Geen more active, with a decline in sugar and some 
other products.
